Pryor, of counsel for the Democratic 
State Executive Committee, was 
present in court and objected to 
the motion.

'The question involved is one of 
great public interest, involving the 
power and authority of the appel- 
lees to call and hold a State pri- 
mary election for the purpose of 
nominating State officers, and pre- 
sents no question as to the personal 
liability of the appellees for any 
sum of money claimed to be due ap- 
pellant, no personal judgment being 
sought, only an injunction against 
the holding of the proposed pri- 
mary. 

'Our contention is that when the 
appeal was granted by the court 
below that that order transferred 
jurisdiction immediately to this 
court and no summons or notii 
any k : nd*i* neteesary to be given 
to appellees, but the case stands 
for hearing upon order of the court, 
made after notice of such motion be 
given to the appellees, which has 
been done herein. For authority 
for this action of docketing and ad- 
vancement, we cite the great public 
interest, and the rule in contested
